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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the cross reference 
to related applications added to the specification needs to update the status of application 
10/178,707. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shimizu 4,754,829. 
Shimizu discloses an electric power steering apparatus comprising: a ball nut 7 

rotationally driven by an electric motor 10 through a gear train and having a female thread 
groove 31a formed in the inner periphery thereof; a rack shaft 3 disposed through said ball nut on 
the axis thereof and having a male thread groove 3a so formed in its outer periphery as to face to 
the female thread groove; a ball screw mechanism having a number of circulation balls 32 
interposed between the female thread groove and the male thread groove; and a housing 16 for 
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holding said ball nut rotatably through said bearing, wherein elastic members 34 are interposed 
between said housing and said ball nut in order to permit said ball nut to make a predetermined 
displacement. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited reference discloses an electric power steering mechanism including a ball 
nut and a resilient member.
